After recounting the substantial bene- 
fits accomplished for workmen 
anc 


employers in the year from 
July 1 


1911, to June 30, 1912, the commission 
advocates several changes looking to 
greater ease in administration.' 


Compensation under the Wisconsin 


law is based on loss o£ wage. 
Oi 


this phase the report says: 


"Theoretically this is the 
correct 


principle, but in order to.secure 
a 


simpler administration it may be well 
to adopt the New Jersey plan for cer- 
tain definable injuries. 
For instance, 


the New Jersey law provides as com 
pensation for the loss of a great toe 50 
percent of the daily wage during thir- 
ty weeks; for the loss ot an eye 50 
percent Of the daily wage during 100 
weeks, and so on through a complete 
list of definable injuries. 
This pro- 


vision makes it easy for the employes 
and employer defiinitely to ascertain 
the compensation without reference to 
the administering board. 
We sug- 


gest that both employers and employes 
consider this matter with the view ot 
possible amendment to our law." 


•In place of the provision 
basing 


compensation on loss of wage in the 
employment in which the • 
employe 


was working, the commission speaks 
favorably of the substitution of 
the 


California plan, which provides that 
the amount shall be computed 
upon 


the wage which the injured ennploye 
would probably be able to earn 
iii 


view of the extent and nature of the 
injury. The commission also believes 
it would be better if it had power to 
•make awards in gross where it may 
appoav that the best interest of the 
employe will be subserved thereby. 1C 
payment were made in gross, 
it is 


argued, the employe often would re- 
:urn to work sooner and his efficiency 
would be relatively higher. 


The commission concludes that the 


law is working very 
satisfactorily. 


There have been 435 elections in the 
year, with 63,728 employes affected. 
The report notes that there has been 
little evidence of fictious claims by 
workers under the act, that there is 
not as much malingering as under the 
old liability scheme, that the safety 
Branch of the service is tending to the 
essening of accidents, and that when 
employers carry their own risk they 
are making a substantial saving over 
iability. 
The commission says 
it will take 


two or th're years to get reliable sta- 
istics as to the cost o£ compensation. 


One reason that more 
employers 


have not accepted the Wisconsin act, 
as compared with states like New Jer- 
sey, is that in New Jersey the defense 
if contributory' negligence, unless wil-

Wisconsin it still exists.

Sullivan and Paul, were taken 


into custody last night along with

Requisites for making ice creams 


at home are a good freezer, ice and 
coarse salt. There are many freezers 
on. the market that reduce- tlie labor 
of manufacturing the mixtures to a 
minimum. The advantages of making 
cream at home are that the product 
is absolutely, pure; any flavor may be 
had, and the quantity need not be re- 
stricted, except by the 
size of the 


freezer. 


Ice cream contains 
only 
cream, 


sugar and flavoring in the true sense 
but the increasing cost of 
double 


cream makes it necessary some times 
to add milk 
and eggs to 
the mix- 


ture; the appended 
recipes should 


suit any occasion. 


Where cream, is 
plentiful Phila- 


delphia ice cream, should be made. 
To every quart of cream add one cup 
ot sugar and one 
quart of 
vanilla 


extract. Turn into freezer can anil 
follow directions. 


Plain cream is made like a thin 


custard; 
scald a 
quart of 
milk 


beat three es'gs and to them add one 
cup of sugar; pour the milk on the 
eggs and sugar beating all the while; 
replace on 
the 
fire 
in a 
double 


boiler and cook until the 
mixture 


coats the spoon. .If a 
heavy 'creain 


is wanted add a. tablespoon of corn- 
starch moistened with 
cold 
milk 


Remove from the fire and cool, then 
add the flavoring. If 
-fruit is 
used 


it should not be cooked but 
added 


when the 
mixture 
goes into -the 


freezer can. If one has a little cream 
to add to the above recipe it is much 
improved. 


May [rwin's California ice cream 


is excellent for ordinary occasions 
when expense must be considered. 


"One pint of milk heated to the 


boiling point in the double boiler, the 
yolks of three eggs beaten very Hglh, 
one cup of sugar and two tablespoons 
of comstarch dissolved. 
Make tui 


foundation several hours before you 
are ready to freeze it; flavor with 
caramel, chocolate, vanilla or coffee. 
When ready to freeze add the beaten 
white of the eggs, one more cup o£ 


sugar and a 
pint of 
rich 
cream. 


Strain this through, a coarse 
sieve, 


or a cloth, so there will be no' lumps. 
Freeze, remove the dasher and pack 
down, to ripen while 
you 
send for 


'May." 


Experience v\'ill soon teach you how 


fine to crush the ice for your freezer 
and how much salt to use and how 
long to turn .the dasher. The greater 
quantity of cream you 
make 
the 


longer, time is required for freezing, 
but it is not necessary to turn until 
the dasher sticks Light, in the frozen 
cream; on the contrary one should 
atop 'turning when the dasher com- 
mences to work hard. 


Cream that is frozen too quickly, 


will be coarse grained, so turn the 
dasher evenly and 'slowly, increasing 
the movement as the cream, freezes. 
A gallon of cream should not freeze 
in less than twenty-five minutes. The 
more salt used the more quickly it 
will freeze. 


When cream is frozen remove the 


crank and the top of the can. so no 
ice water will run 
in the 
cream, 


Tjift out the paddle 
and work 
the 


cream down into a 
hard 
compact 


mass. Jt the cream is to be mixed 
with fresh fruit and molded remove 
from IBe can at this time, mix m-the 
fruit and :pack in molds. If not ro- 
place the lid, cork up the . opening 
and fasten the opening in 
the .side 


of the pail through which the salt 
water is drawn off. Add 
more ice 


and salt, cover with a heavy cloth.

"Paul," began the Her. Williams i 


opening his discourse, "is emphasi 
ing the power of godliness by way o 
contrast.' It is our way of emphasi 
ing traits .of character and strengt 
by constructing a contrast. We sf 
for the characteristics of fertile so 
by comparing it with that which i 
unproductive, 
explain 
civilfzatio 


by contrasting it with savagery, an 
illustrate and make plain the joy o 
conversion by contrasting- it with, th 
despair and depravity of sin. Pai 
here constructs a contrast to 
SHOT 
the power of godly living. 


"In our text Paul contrasts godl 
ness with he Olympic games. He ev 
idenly saw nothing in the games t 
call forth the great attention tha 
they were given. He seems to hav 
been just a little sceptical and un 
appreciative of the value of athlel 
ics, but he does believe in one form 
of athletics,—to run with our migh 
to the goal of spiritual safety. 


"Godliness is a good investment i 


the life we now live. It promises anc 
gives rich dividends which grow am 
accumulate until they reach their fill 
fruition in eternity. 


"Some are minded to think of Got! 
liness as a cyclone cellar; something 
' to ward off the wrath of God in the 


day of judgment. I am. reminded o 
the man who when 
asked 
by his 


book-keeper where he should put his 
payment for pew rent told him tha 
he might put it under the 
head ,o 


fire insurance. This man evidentlj 
thought he was contributing towards 
.an immunity fund. 


"Paul thought of 
godliness as a 


means of continual sustenance, of ev- 
ery day help. He believed that godli 
ness not only points the 
way to 


heaven but gives us new 
life and 


strength to carry the .burdens of life 
courageously. He did! not look upon it 
as a thing apart from life, but as in- 
tegral with it. 


"Life is divided into more or less 


well defined periods. We pass them 
as mile stones oh the journey of ex- 
istence, and in every one godliness 
has its place, its p.uVpose, and its re- 
compense. 
"First there is the period of child- 


hood. The child has a remarkable 
rower to receive spiritual truth; its 


, power of assimilation is seldom sus 


riected by most of 
us. 
The child 


reared in a Christian home is to be 
congratulated, for Its (opportunities 
in life are greatly enhanced and su- 
perior to those of children vless fortu- 
nate. It is the command of God to 
train the child in the way he should 
go. and as the twig is bent so the tree 
will grow. 


"Not long ago a child welfare con- 


ference was held in the city of Mil- 
waukee. It was 
attended by public 


fcchool teachers, 
Sunday 
school 


teachers, settlement 
workers, repre- 


sentatives of corrective institutions, 
and all -were aigreed, and expressed 
the belief that the child reared in a 
Christian home has a better chance 
to become an upright citizen and val- 
uable member o£ society than one 
not thus favored. From, 
the stand-! 


point of the child, godliness is profit- 
able unto all things. 
"The next period is that of youth

A 
reputation for 


godliness is

its rewards are great. One who has 
not the traits of honesty, reliability, 
and intregrity, has a ball and chain 
about his feet, and his progress is 
retarded and hampered.

lish politics at eighty-five. Socrates 
took up the study of music just be- 
fore his death. .It is a privilege to 
sit at the feet of an old man or wom- 
an of Godly life and learn from their 
experience the lessons to be learned 
nowhere else. 


"In old age the dividends ..of Godli- 


ness are beginning to 
accumulate, 


"At least, as earthly time is num- 
bered, comes the

Godliness that fails in this hour is as 
a bridge that breaks in mid-stream.
